INAUGURATE NEW MOVEMENT 
ALONG PROGRESSIVE LINES 

Initial Step rowards Closer Affiliatioi Being Taken Ensur- 
ing Benefit ql Co operation to Parties Concerned

Tin' four thoological colleges alHt-i 
intcd with McGill aru putting into 
prueti.ee this session ;l scheme ot co 
operation fur in.advanci of tniything 
( of the kind which has over yol boon 
attempted on tins continent,, it is 
n scheme in which, in the words of 
Dean Adams, "Canada is leading the 
whole world." 

The only other country whore such 
a scheme has ever been attempted is 
in Ceylon, and it was during the 
Rev. Dr. Eraser's (son ot sir Andrew 
Fraser) visit to Montreal last March 
that, this forward movement was 
started. Rev. Dr. Fraser is a Church 
of England clergyman and Principal 
of a University in Ceylon wherj the 
different denominational col oges have 
co-operated in the way of huvi tg Int- 
er-d«aominational lectures in the (lo- 
gical subjects' upon which there arc no 
religious differences amongst the 
i hristirtn Bodies concerned. This 
led to many prominent laymen con- 
sidering n similar scheme being tried 
in Monti-,. ,1 where the foflligs ho 
twoen the different religious bodies 
are less strained unci oven more 
friendly thin in Ceylon. During the 
Rev. Frnser's visit a banquet was 
arranged and 150 represi ntati es of 
the denominations representing the 
four theological colleges were present 
to hear an address from him. All 
seemed enthusiastic about the new 
scheme which was put to t.h sm. It 
wns admitted that seven eighths of 
the lectures delivered in the four 

theological colleges were almost 

identical, and that in the [our roll 
Oges there were only 7S students actu- 
ally studying theology with some 



classes pi only ball .i dozen, It was 
considered that an Intercollegiate 
Facultj of Divinity with .-, stufl ôf 

IC Professors, each cone ating up 

on one subject would had to fat- 
greater efficiency titan separate fac- 
ulties of S or 1 professors, each tea- 
ching several subjects. The four col- 
leges wen approached, committees ol 
live representing each were formed, 
and at or considerable discussion this 
unrivalled scheme w a s adopted with 
its enormous possibilities, 

It must be emphasized that the 
scheme j s one of co-operation and 
not annihilation, as is the case with 
the New York Union. 

'I heological Seminary 
ft sol yes the problem of conflicting 
and competing theological colleges 
which tbt New York i'ni,,n Seminary 
will never do, because the com- 
seporaté d nominati mal colleges are 
petlng "it li the Union Seminary. 
'i his scheme may he said to he a 
manifestation of the desire of the 
various theological collages to co-, 
operate on Parallel lines instead of 
divergent lines, while at the same 
time preset . lug their own entity and 
separate autonomy. The co-opera- 
lion of forces is not intended to de- 
stroy the individuality of the col- 
leges .ut rather tn strengthen their 
scope n fuc wider aspect of Chris- 
tldn fSavfflSkontent. 

Such a concentration of forces i* 
sure in broaden and strengthen the- 
ological teaching, and there is (pile 
a likelihood that in the hear future 
we may h ive a Theological Faculty 
at McGill which for its scope ami
